The Treasury Department’s order ad- 
viaing the Liberty Loan organization 
not to arinounce any figures caused con- 
siderable confusion, and appeals were 
promptly sent to W ashington suggesting 
that the order be ré&cinded or modified. 
‘ Because of the ruling it was necessary 
to discontinue the use of all the loan 
* thermometers,”

Liberty Loan campaign had prompted 
Sécretary McAdoo to adopt. the rule of 
not giving to the public statements of 
amounts, of subscri tions during the 
appeal tér stpport of.the war by buying 
thé bonds.

Military Affairs Committee worked until 
late tonight: upon a statemént,- which is 
expected to be’ made public within the 
next two’ days, going into ‘the, entire 
production of war supplies, as developed 
froin’ witnesses who have recently ap- 
peared béfore it. 

One feature of the forthcoming report, 
it ‘was said tonight, - would be the sub- 
stantiation of recent: assertions in» the 
Senate that only *one. airplane had been 
shipped to the American Army in.France, 
while ‘no more -than thirty-seven—as 
Senator New stated on the Senate flaort— 
would be in France by July 1 next.

Concerning German Morale. 


April 7.—My observation of the tre- 
mendous sacrifice of men: which. the 
German high command has been mak- 
ing in its desperate efforts to win a 
decisive victory, \ which I have empha- 
sized in previous dispatches, caused 
me to write something which has been 
misquoted, against me. 

My critics allege that I prophesied 
that the German morale would be too

British Cavalry in Action.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES, 
April 7.—There was a premature touch 
of Summer in the air of the battlefield 
west of Montdidier yesterday afternoon. 
A few showers had laid the dust that 
whitens the ‘hands and faces as well 
as the blue coats of the troops march- 
ing up or coming up by motor wagons, 
so that they look like bakers. 

Instead of showing rolling gray clouds 
rising from creeping columns the high- 
ways were dotted with serpentine col- 
umns of men and horses, hooded supply 
carts, lumbering lorries, guns and’ cais- 
sons, all making for places immediately 
behind the front. 

Light ambulance cars dashed’ around 
the slower vehicles and leaped ahead 
toward. the dressing stations. High 
above a few airscouts swam = and 
sparkled against the cloudy blue 

This region of Santerre consists of 
high plateaux, divided by deep valleys, 
the largest of which. and the streams, 
railroads, and highways with them, 
gravitate toward Amieng, . ~ 

There are no fields in the English 
sense, for there are no hedges, but an 
open expanse, patched alternately with 
reddish brown, where the land has just 
been plowed’ for beets and with green, 
where the young corn is springing’ up. 
It is a little broken with orchards and 
small woods, now’ richly bedded’ with 
anemones and cowslips. 

Thousands 6f young men, carrying 
rifles and heavy packs, tramp daily 
through these flowery woods, and hun- 
Greds trickle back by the same ways 
with the deviltry of war stamped for- 
ever upon their bodies and minds. — 

The railway from Clermont by S8t. 
Just to Amiens, which is the enemy's 
immediate objective; lay a mile behind 
us. Some shells that wheezed overhead 
may have béen intended for it, but the 
traffic::goes:.on, thanks to the drivers 
and ‘guards, who are as good soldiers 
as others. 

The front stretched invisible behind 
the ridges that run down to the Avre 
from Rouvrel, which is north by west 
of Mailly- Raineval and ‘Sauvillers, 
through Grivesnes and Cantigny to near 
Mesnil'- St. Géorges; and- Montchel, 
where it crosses the river. 

At the latter point a sharp attack was 
repulsed yesterday morning. There and 
at Cantigny and Grivesnes it is évident 
that the Germans have at length got 
some of their heavy guns at work, but 
in. artillery we have at present a de- 
cided superiority, In infantry, too, the 
terms are becoming more equal. There 
will be no call on the French side 
henceforth for one man to' stand 
against anything from four to ten. 


USED 25 DIVISIONS VAINLY. 


Germans Beaten by French, Mus< 
tering Only a Third as Many. 


“WITH. THE FRENCH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, April 7, (Associated Press. )— 
Twenty-five divisions have been used by 
the Germans in four days in their efforts 
to break through the French line and 
reach the railroad running south from 
Amiens. All attacks have been checked 
by the wonderful resistance of the 
French, some of whom were thrown into 
the line as soon as they arrived on the 
battlefield. 

The Germans are obtaining only -insig- 
nificant results in their attempts to ad- 
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vance compared with the number of 
troops engaged, which Is at least three | 
times more than the number of French! 
defenders. | 

The cheerful confidence with which the 
French troops go into action is most re- 
markable. They feel. they are better 
than the enemy and make light of the 
German superiority in numbers. The 
French command continues to work on 
the principle of asing the smallest pos- 
sible number of troops to stay the Ger- 
man rush, thus retaining the reserves 
for possible attacks elsewhere. 

Powerful trench mortars have made 
their appeasance behind the German in- 
fantry, but up to this time these have 
not influenced the situation to any ex- 
tent. In some cases‘the guns have been 
unable to approach within an effective 
range. On the other hand, an enormous 
number of machine guna pour an intense 
barrage into the French lines and at the 
same time German infantry try under 
cover of this fire to get close to the 
French. line. in small groups and estab- 
lsh pockets. from which to leap forward 
at the proper moment. 

This procedure. was quickly neutral- 
ized by the French,,. and the Germans are 
now resuming massed attacks in which 
their mén,.come under. the direct. fire -of 
French machine guns, rifle’ grenades, 
and .758, which inflict terrible losses. 
The 75s do terrific. execution, cutting 
wide lanes through the enemy ranks. 

The German commanders appeared to 
pay little attention to this slaughter, 
their alm being to reach the objective 
whatever the cost. 

Mont Renaud, near Noyon, saw re- 
peated attacks from the Germans 
throughout Saturday, but all were futile. 
This hill was the first point wheré the- 
French barred the German advance 
through the. Olse Valley toward: 
Compiégne and Paris. When the Ger- 
mans first swept. down from Noyon the 
hill changed- hands repeatedly. - The 
ground gives striking evidence of. the 
fearful nature of the battle in the num- 
ber.of German bodies that can be seen, 





Since March 30 the French: have not 
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Almost complete cessation of tnfantry action along the British front yesterday contrasted in marked fushion 


with the heavy German gunfire that developed at many points. 


The artillery went into violent action during 


Sunday night, and was of such a severe character during the day as to impress unofficial observers with the belief 
that an important attack might be imminent. 
; The most severe German fire was in the neighborhood of Bucquoy, where the Germans have been persist- 
ently active of late in an endeavor to better their positions in the salient, embracing an area commanded by ridges, 
from which they are severely punished by the British guns. 

On the French front the only noteworthy activity, outside of heavy artillery duels at various points, weg ‘n 
the region below the Oise, in the Chauny sector. Here the Germans in large force are pressing the French: back to 


the Ailette River,

War Situation

The little village of Bucqyoy has fig- 
ured in recent dispatches. more frequent- 
fy than any other point in’ the battle 


zone. It has been the scene of endless 
attacks and counterattacks, of the bit- 
terest’ fighting in all of this great‘ Ger- 
man effort. And the fight is still going 
on incessantly. 

In order to understand the importance 
of this point we must regard the German 
plan as a whole. Briefly it was to reach 
the sea and cut the British and French 
in two, provided that this could not be 
done before the sea was reached. But 
this cannot be successfully done on a 
narrow front. To push a wedge up the 
Somme through Amiens would be to in- 
vite. disaster—a disaster which might 
well be accompanied by the capture of 
thousands of men and of much heavy 
artillery. As they would go forward in 
such a wedge, their lines would con- 
stantly grow longer, the point of the 
wedge sharper, the danger of a break 
in one of the sides greater. 

This was not at all the German plan. 
They never expected to forge their way 
to the sea through any such configura- 
tion of the battle line. If they go it 
must be on a wide front or not at all. 


They do not dare do otherwise. 
In order to accomplish this, in order 


‘that the salient which they have created 


south of the Somme may become a stra- 
tegical salient rather than a tactical 
one, the British line north of the Somme 
must give way. It will not do if the 
wedge is widened through a giving way 
of the French line along the Oise. This 
might be effective if Paris were the ob- 
jective, but it is not. The objective is 


| the sea, and the further. the Germans go 


to the south the further away from the 
sea they get. Only a break in the Brit- 
ish line will save the situation for them. 

If we follow the British line north 
from the Somme and review in our 
minds the efforts that have been made 
to force it, we shall have an idea of 
what the Germans have been doing and 
why. The angle between the Somme 
and the Ancte brook has been the scene 





of heavy fighting. The Germans have 
made every effort to. cut their way 
through this angle—a.bloody angle—and 
so’ turn the British positions from Albert 
north. ‘ This they have failed to accom, 
plish. They have stormed time. after 
time ‘Albert itself in. an effort to break 
the British grip on the west bank of the 
Ancre, and have also failed totally, 
They have tried ‘to force the British 
back from: Bucquoy, and have ggain 
failed, but refuse to acknowledge their 
failure and are still fighting. The rea- 
son for this is found in the British posi- 
tions about Arras—particularly in Vimy 
Ridge and the heights of Notre Dame 
de Lorette. 

The hills immediately back of Bucquoy 
make excellent defensive fighting 
ground. While the floor of the valley 
of the Ancre is only about 60 meters 
above the sea, behind Bucquoy the 
hills rise to 150 and 160 meters. It is 
the highest bit of ground either to the 
north or the south. It stands, then, as 
a guard to the iine along the Ancre to 
the south, and, what is more important, 
to the gouthern approaches to Vimy 
Ridge and Notre Dame de Lorette, If 
Bucquoy holds out as it has done dur- 
ing the many difficult days since it 
formed part of the British battle line, 
the main positions to the north are safe 
from attack except from some position 
north of Lens. If Bucquoy gives way, 
if the Germans drive the British back 
beyond their old positions before the 
battle of the Somme, Vimy Ridge will 
be taken in reverse, and may fall again 
into German hands, 

It is Bucquoy, then, which is holding 
up the entire German advance. By this 
is not meant the village itself, but the 
area of ‘which Bucquoy is the centre. 
The village is only a shambles, torn to 
pieces by artillery fire. But the hills 
still exist, and these are the object of 
all of the Bucquoy fighting. : 

Failing at Bucquoy, what will be Ger- 


‘many’s next move? The indications are 


that what she tried in the south and 
faileti to accomplish, she will try in the 
north in the hope that.on a new front 


her efforts will prove more effective. 
As this is being. written,. the British 
front from the Scarpe to Armentiéres is 
under heavy shell fire,. This may. mean 
but little: On the other hand it may 
presagé ‘a ‘heavy infahtry‘attaé& north 
of. Lens. .If this proves to be: the case 
the German effort, will-be.made for.the 
purpose of driving a loop about the 
Arras positions in order that.they may 
be flanked. It is doubtful. whether Ger- 
many will ever make another frontal 
attack here. Her last defeat on this 
part of the line was most conclusive. A 
hundred thousand men on a ten-mile 
front made no impression, accomplished 
nothing but an. enormous swelling of the 
casualty list..

Eventually the French may have 
to fall back behind the Oise Canal. But 
even so no immediate damage will re- 
sult.

» ALLIES’ POSITION IMPROVING. 


British Review Says Recent German 
* Successes ’’ Have No Value. ° 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—Every day 
finds ‘the Allies in a better position to 
resist with definite success the great 
| German offensive, according to an offi- 
cial review issued today by the British 
Military Attaché here. French, British, 
and American reserves are pouring in 
daily to help check the German drive, 
the review asserts. 

“The opening of the third week of 
fighting east of Amiens,’’ says the At- 
taché, ‘‘ finds the position of the Allies 
steadily improvings 

‘A very strong effort by the enemy to 


drive down the Somme to Amiens, dur- 
ing which he used about twenty-five 


,divisions on a front of a few miles, was 


stopped last week with complete suc- 
cess; only in one place was the German 
line advanced, and then only to a depth 
of less than a mile on a-narrow front. - 

‘North of Albert the British advance 
beat off repeated and vicious attacks 
without bending. 

“Near Montdidier the French with- 
drew a short’ distance to strong po- 
sitions. The ‘enemy is nowhere within 
nine miles of Amiens; he ja..still-three 





miles distant at his furthest point of 
advance from the main’ Amiens-Paris 
railway, the cutting of which would 
bring him ‘no real victory. .The best 
proof of his discomfiture is the,use that 
he is making of minor incidents for 
window-dressing purposes. / 

‘* A&A short time ago in the course of 
the steady advance of the British army 
in Palestine a small force was thrown 
across the Jordan to cut the Hedjaz 
Railway. Its work done, it retirdd from 
the waterless waste through which the 


railway runs and rejoined the -army. | 


This retirement was advertised by the 
Germans as a triumph for the Turks, 
who are alleged to have thrown the 
British force back over the Jordan. 

‘‘ Similarly, the Germans are gloating 
today over the capture of Pierremande 
and Folembray, in the neighborhood of 
Chauny and the forest of Coucy.

GERMAN COMMANDERS 
SHOW FEAR OF FAILURE 


General Staff’s Labored Explana- 
tions Betray the Growing 
Dismay of the Public. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—According to 
a digest of German opinion on the situa- 
tion in Picardy, given in an offictal dis- 
patch received today from France, the 
German , General Staff is instructing 
military ‘correspondents to reassure the 
public, and with overemphasized ex-~ 
planations is betraying the dismay of 
the masses at the prospect of a check 
of the great offensive.

“WAR CABINET” A SUCCESS. 


Apex of Efficiency Reached Through 
Weekly Conferences, Officials Say. 


WASHINGTON, ‘April 8.—The nation’s 
war-making ‘agencies have achieved 
close harmiony in the last two weeks 
through the Wednesday conferences at 
the White House, which high officials 
say have speeded the prosecuiion of 
the fight for democracy to the point 
of greatest efficiency yet reached. De- 
cisions of far-reaching importance have 
been made by close contact of heads of 
the branches involved. 

The President now virtually has two 
Cabinets, the first of which advises him 
on diplomatic and political. questions, 
while the, second discusses with the 
Chief Executive the problems of mobi- 
lizing the industrial powers of the na- 
tion,:-without. which there could be no 
war. The Cabinet proper meets every 
Friday, the ‘‘ War Cabinet,’’ or ‘‘ Indus- 
trial Cabinet,’’ as it is coming to be 
known, every Wednesday, including the 
Director. General of Railroads, the 
Chairmen of the Shipping, War Indus- 
tries, and War Trade Boards, the Food 
Administrator, and the Fuel Adminis- 
trator. At times when the navy or

The War Cabinet at no time has 
touched on political questions. All of 
its .work’ has been to further the prep- 
aration of America to throw her en- 
tire resources into* the scale against 
the enemy. So important has this 
work become that the prosecution of 
the war, except for direction of actual 
llitary and.naval .movements, now is 
ntrusted to the little group of six men, 
representing the factors necessary to 
provide, the fighting men with all they |' 
need to bring victory as quickly as. pos- 
sible.

HITS AT OBSTACLES. 


McAdoo’ Tells Why Withholding 
of Totals Will Facilitate. 
Liberty Campaign. | 


OFFICIAL RETURNS LATER 


Fully .200 Cities and Tewns. Have 
Won Honor Flag—Puzzle ; 
as to the First. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The danger 
of overconfidence in conducting the Lib- 
erty Loan campaign has prompted Sec- 
retary McAdoo to adopt the-rule of not 
giving to the public: statements of 
amounts of subscriptions during the 
progress of the appeal-to buy bonds. 
While the previous loans have been suc- 
cessful, there were periods in the two 
‘campaigns when local -jealousies were 
aroused, and in such communities it is 
believed serious disadvantages were en- 
countered by. reason of the practice of 
giving publicity to, competitive amounts 
of subscription. 

Unofficial reports to the Treasury De- 
partment today’ put the. first day’s sub- 
scriptions in the loan campaign at $250,- 
000,000. .Officials said this probably was 
somewhat too high, as first reports 
usually were too optimistic. 

Secretary McAdoo’s plan to withhold 
statements of subscriptions is tentative, 
He expects that there will be a‘time at 
the peak of the :campaign when pub- 
Hcity as to amounts subscribed will help 
the cause, and “that then the figures 
will be furnished as heretofore. 

The mere physical labor of compiling 
subscriptions and forwarding daily re- 
ports is tremendous.. Taking everything 
into consideration, Secretary McAdoo 
and his coadjutors feel confident that 
the American people will be willing to 
extend a measure of trust to their 
judgment and acqwesce in their decis- 
ion not to give figures for the present. 

To make ‘clear just what is involved in 
the announcement, Secretary McAdoo 
telegraphed the following from Rich- 
mond, where he spoke today in behalf 
of the loan: 

‘“‘In order to remove the risk of inac- 
curate information and of oversanguine 
and misleading estimates concerning 
the amount of subscriptions to the Third 
Liberty Loan, no figures will be given 
out for some days, and then only fig- 
ures as to the actual amount of sub- 
scriptions officially filed with the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks. The danger of re- 
lying upon optimistic estimates and un- 
official subscriptions ,will thus be 
avoided. = . 

Reperts by Reserve Banks. 

‘“‘'This information will be made pub- 
lic beginning at.an early date when the 
department will be prepared to give 
accurate figures. After the plan has 
been developed, the Federal. Reserve

Some Plants Closed or Ran by a 
Few Girls While Men Are

WATER POWER LEGISLATION. | 

Now, when waste is almost a crime, 
the United States is still wasting an! 
enotmous energy, an unused water 
power which has been estimated at 
50,000,000 to 55,000,000 horse power. 
The release’ of coal. which a proper. 
development of only an appreciable 
part of this stored, wasted potential 
strength would make possible may be 
imagined. In transportation and in- 
dustry’ ‘the ‘work of this neglected 
magician might have been fruitful be- 
yond belief 


It is of fo use to quarrel now with 


‘the estimable and virtuous gentlemen 


who have acted and got Congress 
to act on the theory ‘that. true conser- 


vation consists in letting, the national 


treasurés sleep®” unemployed; that 
everybody. in busitieds, nd’ especially 
every soulless atid goules# corporation, 
is a burglar; and that to make money 
or allow anybody else to make ‘money 
out of national resources is the unpar- 
donable sin. For the most part, the 
water power has been locked up as if 
it were Alaska or a murderous luna- 
tic. 

War has brought sense, a spirit of 
conciliation, a certain moderation even 
among the most transcendental con- 
servationists.” So, at last, two bills 
dealing with water power on‘navigable 
streams and two more. relating to the 
development of water power on public 
lands have been incorporated, as to 
théir best provisions, in‘a bill preparéd 
by the War, Agricultural, and Inte- 
rior Departments, covering both the 
hitherto separately considered sides of 
Federal treatment of water power, 
and putting the whole water power 
jurisdiction in charge of those three 
departments, the heads thereof con- 
stituting a commission for that pur- 
pose. 

This bill, favored even by Mr. Grir- 
FORD PINCHOT, has been amended and 
improved. It should be passed, as 
Secretary LANE says, “ speedily to sup- 
“ply power for the war industries of 
“the nation during the period of 
“ fighting to come.” 








DUTY AND PRIVILEGE. 

In his lay sermon at Philadeiphia 
on Saturday Secretary McApoo said it 
is the spiritual duty of Americans to 
take bonds for the purposes for which 
Liberty. bonds are issued. This hint 
from the pews to the pulpit was echoed 
on Sunday in all published sermons. 
This is a new note among churchmen, 
as new. as the President's “ force” 
speech is new among the politicians 
and statesmen on this side of the 
ocean. They all speak of the duty to 
carry on the war and to win on the 
issues of the war. It is welcome help, 
whether given at each service, as 
some pastors intend, or whether with 
special emphasis on Liberty Loan Sun- 
day, a ‘week from next Sunday. The 
only objection to that plan is that all 
the bonds may have been taken be- 
fore then. Hundreds of towns. an- 
nounce that their quota was filled on 
Saturday, half a business day. Na 
doubt there will be thousands. 

This is the second ‘American genera- 
tion’ since there has been a war on 
that elevation of sentiment. ‘Amer- 
icans are a unit behind their Presi- 
dent and Mr. McAnpoo for a war with- 
out,compromise and without surrender 
until force has shackled cunning and 
wrong in world politics. That is an 
American ideal. Unconditional. sur- 
render to the world’s ideal of peace is 
the meaning of our Liberty Loans,

For } some: years the New York, Cen- 


tral’ Railroad. has wanted to build, 


andthe general public advantage.-has 
required, a “high bridge over. the 
Hudson, south of Albany, between 
which | and Rensselaer both. rail’ and 
water transportation has beeh clogged 
by the drawbridges. Traffic’ has 
been and js further interfered with 
by the sharp gradés each side of the 
river,. especially on the western 
side. An improvément is necessary. 
It is made so by the growth of 
freight and on account of unchange- 
able physical obstructions on both 
sides of and inside of Albany, where 
land adequate to’ new necessary facil- 


ities can’t be had. 


Albany is. become a gorge, where 
freight from’ and ‘to New York and 
Boston can’t be handled conveniently 
stuck, ‘constricted. 
A 600-fpot-span bridge has been ap- 
proved by the Board of Army En- 
gineers, by ‘the War. Department. 
By unimpeachable authorities, by 
Major General GOETHALS, who has 
studied the subject carefully, this 
bridge is regarded as one that will 
present no obstacle to Hudson traffic. 

Albany, through a local and mis- 
taken view of her interests, demands 
a cantilever bridge of nearly double 
span, a bridge difficult, dangerous, 
and requiring so much additional 
Steel as now to be impossible. The 
Sage-Welsh ' bill, which yesterday 
Governor WHITMAN was asked to 
veto at a hearing where General 
GorTHALS was the effective advocate 
of the Federal and sufficient plan, 
means no bridge. It is a mere dila- 
tory and obstructive hevice. There is, 
in fact, an important legal and con- 
stitutional question involved, already 
before. the courts.

They have 
to deal now with two great armies 
and the nucleus of a.third army, also 
with the Belgians, instead of with 
one great French army'and what re- 
mained of a small British force and a 
smaller Belgian force; which was the 
case in Septembér, 1914. If the west- 
ern Allies are not at this moment rep- 
resented by as many effectives from 
the Channel to Switzerland as the Ger- 


mans can reckon, the disparity in 


favor of the invaders cannot ‘be con-.: 


siderable. If the Germans can bring 
up reserves on the battle Hne from 
above Arras to the junction of the 


Oise and the Ailette, so can the west-. 


ern Allies on their side of the line. 
The French have large regerves of 
trained men; England has many home

Around Amiens (if it were 
taken) there would be another great 
battle, and the Germans would have 
to reckon with French armies in their 
rear. It must be always understood 
that the Allies, with their superior air 
service, cannot be taken by surprise. 
To talk of any city being an objective 
of the Germans in their offensive is 
to be misi¢éading. The taking of any 
place would be incidental to their main 
purpose, which is to separate the Brit- 
ish from the Frepch Army, if that 
can be done, and outflank, roll up, 
rout, and destroy or capture either or 
both armies or parts of them if -it 
cannot be done. 

To destroy or capture, or disrupt and 
disorganize, great armies in the field 
is the strategicypurpose of the German 
General Staff. It is the key to what 
HINDENBURG means when he says that 
“ our plan is devised on a great scale.”

It had never 
been supposed, however, outside the cir- 
cle of his personal ‘acquaintances, at 
least, that-she would be so oblivious to 
established custom in high diplomatic 
circles as to enter on delicate negotia- 
tions with a stately representative of 
the Austro-Hungarian Government with 
such ryde words as were credited—or 
discredited—to him in yesterday’s dis- 
patches. | 

According to the tale as told, instead 
of making graceful and cautious ap- 
4 proaches to the subject to be considered 
—the making of a separate peace with 
the Allies—he began with the bare, stark 
inquiry, ‘‘Is it true that you: want to 
make a separate peace? ’’ Naturally 
the’ Austrian was aghast, and naturally 
he began a long and elaborately evasive 
answer. - Still ruthless, the Afrikander’ 
cut him short with a demand for ‘** Yes 
or no,” and, not getting it, he said, 
** Good night!’’ Thereupon the might- 
have-been momentous conversation is 
said to have ended—and it certainly did 
if it so began. , 

General Smuts has seen many cities 
and learned the mirids of many men. He 
doubtless has as: many “‘ manners”’ as 
he needs in his business, and he doubt- 
less uses them on what he deems fitting 
occasion. If he shocked the Austrian 
diplomat ‘and Vienna, it was because he 
deemed it. expedient to do so.

‘THE LAW AND THE NURSES. 


Too Much Regulation Keeps Young 
Women Out. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
The nurse problem reminds one very 
much of the railroad problem. There has 
been too much law put on the nurses 


as well as on the railroads. If the rail- 
roads had not been overtaxed facilities 
these days would be more satisfactory. 

The tendency is to put the law on the 
young girl in her home and prohibit her 
trying to become a nurse, in a sense 
penalizing the entrance to. the profes- 
sion. In this democratic country,, feeling 
the stress of the last straw, the law 
should be taken from the source and put 
on the hospitals. Hospitals should be 
lifted to a high standard, and the train- 
ing schools associated’ with them should 
| also be standardized. There should be a 
common sense curriculum, not. of brain 
stuffing but ward training, of two years 
only. There should be a complete in- 
*spection made and publicity given to the 
reports of these inspections. ’ 

The law should make nurses to help 
the sick, not to accommodate institutions |. 
and factories. The New Jersey Legis- 
lature. this. year had an act presented, 
copied largely after the present Penn- 
-sylvania law, covering the above points. 
It was ‘killed by ‘the , nurses, who are 
now in power. .

Even if it Split French and British, 
There is America to Deal With. 


To the Rditor of The New York Times: 

In the article by your military critic 
on the struggle for Amiens in today’s 
Timgs occurs the statement that “ Ger- 
many will win if she can reach thé 
Channel. ports,”’ ‘ 

I wonder whether the writer intended 
to make s0 sweeping a statement or 
whether he omitted to state’a reserva: 
tion made mentally that they would 
“ win the campaign.’’ Germany's object 
in the present campaign is obvious; but 
‘I do not believe that she will win ulti- 
mately, even if she does, now succeed" 
in'separating the French and the British.

French fram the 
British. But there is this great dif- 
ference from this point on: The Con- 
federacy -had no America and its un- 
limited resources to come to its assist- 
ance, nor did the Confederacy by her 
navy control the sea. She needed ‘help, 
but had .neither the ally nor the -sea 
power that would make it possible for 
the ally to help. , 

On .the other hand, ‘should. Germany 
succeed in separating French ‘and, Brit- 
ish, by capturing the Somme Valley, 
she would. still have America to~con- 
tend with, a thoroughly aroused and 
awakened America, which can and will 
come, in fact has come, to the assist- 
ance of the’ Allies, and which can and 
will be able to continue to help because 
ghe and the Allies control the sea 
so completély that even the submarine 
will not be able to wrest it from them. 

It was the failure of his sea power 


that overcame Napoleon despite his land 
victories ; and Germany would still have 
to reckon with the sea power of the 
Allies and America should she continue 
veckoenene on land, to the extent of 

rating the Allies in France.

” War Lecturers Told It. Was Because. 


Administration Did Not Want to - 
Give Lie to Peace Efforts. _;

WASHINGTON, April &—Criticism 
has been aroused here over a speech 
Gelivered today by George Creel, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Public Infor- 
rhation, in which he expressed’ pride 
that the country was unprepared for 
taking part in the great war at the 
time of its entrance,’ and made state- 
ments. flatly contradicting | testimony 
given .by officials of the Government 
concerning defects in the military ad- 
ministration. Among other things Mr. 
Creel declared that the aerial program 
would be a credit to. the nation, and 
that not a single soldier had lost ° his 
life through neglect, 

* The occasion of Mr. Creel’s speech was 
the opening meeting of the National 
Conference of American Lecturers. ‘The 
‘delegates represent the lyceums and 
Chautayquas of the United States and 
Canada, the National Committee of Pa- 
triotic Societies, the societies represent+ 
ed in the speakers’ division of the Com- 
mittee on Public Information, the Red 
Cross, the Woman's Committee of the 
Council of National Defense, State 
Boards of Education and Chambers of 
Commerce. The purpose of the conven- 
tion is to acquaint public speakers with 
the facts about’ the war so that they 
may ‘be better equipped to inform the 
Amefican people. Montaville Flowers, 
who presided, introduced Mr. Creel as 
“the man who made this conference 
possible.”’ 

While Mr. Creel was initisvtes vig- 
@rously when he denounced those who 
declared that the army was not in first- 
class condition for the conflict, his re- 
marks did not please ‘all his’ auditors, 
some of whom were provoked over Mr. 
Creel’s roseate description of America’s 
ability to fight the Germans and went 


to the Capitol to tell their Congressmen 


that Mr. Creel had exaggerated things. 
Some of the Congressmen were pro- 
voked also, and it. is likely that Mr. 
Creel’s remarks will ‘be dissected in 
speeches deliverd in the Senate and the 
House. 
What Aroused Most Feeling. 

The thing that seemed to arouse the 
most feeling was Mr. Creel’s expression 
‘ef pride that the nation had not 
already: prepared for war when Presi- 
dent Wilson went to Congress a year 
ago and delivered the address that 
made the war certain..

No petition for pro- 
bate. was filed with the. will, which 
leaves, according to estimates made by 
persons close to the decedent, an estate 
valued at approximately $500,000 to Co- 
lumbia University for the establishing 
of. fellowships in political science, fine 
arts and American: history. . Published 
reports:'to- the effect that the estate 

was valued at from “$8,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000 were denied by James B. Lud- 
low, one of the surviving executors 
named -in the will, who added: “A 
consefvative estimate would ‘place it at 
about. $500,000, “This is, of course, sub- 
ject to decrease by debts.” 

The will was executed Mdy 9, 1899, 
and no bequest is made in it to Augus- 
tus Van Cortlandt; the banker’s only 
living brother, or to his sister, Mary 
Bayley Matthews, the wife of John 
Matthews, now @ resident of the Isle 
of Wight, England. Asked last night 
whéther he would contest the will, Mr, 
Van Cortladt, who is reported to be a 
millionaire, said: ‘“‘No, I don’t think 
so.” He said, however, that he could 
not: tell what his sister would do. 

The estate consists of about 350 acres 
known es Guard Hill, near Mount Kisco, 
Westchester; some securities, arid a few 
gmall pieces of land. The will named 
as beneficiaries the decedent's father, 
Augustus Van Cortlandt; his ‘three 
brothers, Edward Newenham Van Cort- 
landt, Henry White Van Cortlandt, and 
Olaff De Lancey Van ‘Cortlandt, and 
provided that in the event of the death 
of these three. brothers without issue 
the residuary estate was to go to Co- 
lumbia. The three brothers and the 
father are dead. 

“The paper was executed in a great 
hurry, the day before Mr. Van Cort- 
landt left. for a trip abroad,” said Mr. 
Ludlow yesterday... ‘‘ It was referred to 
by Mr. Van Cortlandt as a temporary 
will. . The will was filed. by Mr. Kean 
and myself because we are the only 
surviving executors named in it and 
because after a lapse of seven weeks 
we have come across no other will. The

MILLIONS MAY BE LOST 





Attempt to Recover Back Personal 
Taxes Is Held Illegal by De- 
clsion at Albany. 





Several million dollars may be lost to 
the city through the decision rendered 
by the Court of Appeals yesterday deny- 
ing the City Chamberlain the right to 
use the supplementary proceeding to en- 
foree the tax on personal’ property 
against corporations organized_ under 
the laws of some State other than New 
York, although domiciled in this State. 
The litigation had been in progress for 
many months, the Supreme Court and 
Appellate Division both supporting the 


city in its contention that the personal 


tax on “foreign” corporations should 
be made enforcéable through supple- 
mentary proceedings wherever the cor- 
porations refuse to gubmit themselves 
to assessment.

WHEAT. ‘ 


The Government feport on Winter wheat 
made the condition 78.6 per cent., compared 
with 79.3 per cent. last December and 63.4 
per cent. a yéar ago. The indicated 
was placed at 560,000,000 bushels, 20, 
larger than was estimated last Fall, ‘and 
compared with last year’s final outturn of 
418,070,000 bushels. The figures were slightly 
lower than indicated by recent private re- 
ports, but it was the prevailing impression 
that the crop has improved quite materially 
since the Government observations were 
taken pe dee A 
curred in e@ Southwest. The condition in 
Kansas was given as 67 per cent.; Okla- 
homa at 63 per, cent., and Texas at 40 per 
cent. Recent reports from these States have 


shown a very notable improvement in crop.

SEAWEED SUPPLANTS OATS. 


French Find Way to-Save Millions 
on Food for Horses. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 8.—A. M. Thack- 
ara, Consul General at Paris, in a dis- 
patch to the Department of Commerce, 
announces the remarkable discovery by 
French chemists that. seaweed can. be 
employed as a very good feed for horses 
in lieu of oats. This is an almost: price- 
less boon in wartime to the French 
people, whose live stock has. suffered 
through the high cost of hay and oats. 
Even the cavalry horses of the French 
Army have been inadequately fed be- 
cause of the limited supply of oats. 

Under the French Ministry of War ex- 
periments have been condtctéed by which 
comparative lots of horses have been 
fed on the ordinary feeds and on sea- 
weed from‘ which by a chemical ee 
the salt has been extracted. The 
sults favor the seaweed diet and. with 
very much reduced cost. After small 
experiments a er one was tried on 
the horses of a regiment of cavalry, with 
army veterinary inspectors in charge. 
In two months horses fed on seaweed 
gained six times as much weight as 
those fed on oats and hay. 

With the horses of one experimen the 
lymphangitis,"while aces 
showed no improvement. 
This incidental result is attributed to 
the presence of iodine in seaweed,
